It is closely allied 
to S. semicerinay Morel., but differs in being imperforate, in the pli- 
cation of the surface being stronger and more acute (thus causing 
the keel, which is very compressed, to be serrated), by the whorls 
being more convex, and by its uniform light reddish-brown colour.
